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Council meeting ends on light note

New Brockton’s Town Council 
meeting ended on a light note Mon- 
day evening when council members 
became involved in a discussion 
about whether or not to cut off a ta- 
ble. 

The room in which the copier is 
kept was recently renovated to pro- 
vide office space for the rescue 
squad. After the renovation was 
completed, a work table would not 
fit back in the work room like it 
once had. 

There was a brief discussion over 
whether or not the table should be 
modified, a new smaller table 
bought or the room re-arranged. 

After council members surveyed 
the room, they decided to re-arrange 
the copier and table to fit. 

Everyone, or at least the majority, 
was satisfied with the decision! 

This just goes to show that not all 
decisions town councils have to 
make are earth-shattering ones 
some are just plain fun and insignifi- 
cant! 

Turning to more important mat- 
ters, the council went through its 
meeting agenda in almost record 
time. 

The payment of monthly bills to- 
talling $16,659.0040 was approved. 
It was noted that $11,873.00 of that 
total was the town’s annual payment 
to the Workman’s Compensation 
Fund. 

Police Chief Charles Driggers re- 
ported that his officers had investi- 
gated a total of 16 complaints, two 
traffic accidents, and had issucd 12 
traffic citations. 

The chief also reported that the 


rescue squad had responded to 6 
calls while the fire department was 
fortunate in having only one fire 
alarm during the past month. 

Mayor Kathryn Holley presented 
to the council, for their approval, a 
roster for the volunteer police de- 
partment reserve officers, fire de- 
partment, and rescue squad member- 
ship. 

“The League of Municipalities’ 
insurance carrier requires the council 
to vote on the list so that it is current 
should there be any claims against 
the workman’s comp, ” Mayor Hol- 
ley explained to the council mem 
bers. 

The list of volunteers must be ap- 
proved by the council and on file 
with the insurance carrier; otherwise, 
the volunteers will not be covered. 
The list was approved. 

Mayor Holley announced that 
city hall would be closed Monday, 
Feb. 20, in observance of President's 
Day.

bers that she would be out of town 
Feb. 12th through the 17th, but that 
Mayor Pro-tem Robert Miles would 
be available should he be needed. 

{t was also noted by the mayor 
that she and Councilman Charles 
Cole would be attending a training 
seminar in Montgomery on Feb.

Councilman Cole advised the 
council that police officers Delaine 
Holloway and Darrell Griswold had 
both completed their probationary 
period. He made the recommenda- 
tion that they be hired permanently. 
The council approved. 

Cole also presented the resigna- 
tions of police officers Elliot King 
and Wesley Snodgrass to the coun-

Councilman Jack Caradine, who 
coordinated the town’s recreation 
program, told the council members 
that they should begin looking for 
someone to help with the baseball 
program. 

He stated that the baseball and 
softball programs are scheduled to 
begin on March Ist and some will be 
needed to get the field ready for 
play. 

Caradine noted that in the past, 
Joe Simmons has been doing this at 
no charge to the city, but he will no 
longer be able to do so, The council- 
man suggested that Simmons be paid 
$60 per week to perform this task 
from March 1 through mid-July. 

“If you’re going to have recrea- 
lion,” said Caradine, “you're going 
to have to put money into it.” 

After noting that if the city plans 
to pay someone to prepare the field, 
they will have to advertise the job or 
go through the employment office, 
the council voted to do so. 

Caradine stated that he would 
draft a job description prior to the 
council’s seeking applicants through 
the employment office. 

Finally, the councilman suggested 
that markers (mounted in center of 
the roadway) be installed locating 
fire hydrants for the fire department. 

After a brief discussion, it was 
agreed that the city would buy the 
markers with the fire department 
providing funding for half the cost. 
Fire Chief James Brown noted that 
approximately 150 markers would 
be required.

dies in boating accident

A tragic boating accident Sunday 
afternoon took the life of a former 
Elba resident. 

William Clifton Allen, age 53, 
lost his life after a boat in which he 
and his brother-in-law, Bob New- 
some, were riding, capsized. 

The two men had been fishing in 
Warten’s Bayou (Hotwater Canal) 
near West Bay in Panama City, FL. 
They had headed in around 12 noon 
after the waters became rough. 

Reportedly, as they made their 
way toward land, the 14 foot alumi- 
num boat was suddenly swamped by 
waves and the boat capsized. Allen 
and Newsome were thrown from the 
boat. 

Allegedly, both men managed to 
make their way to the capsized boat 
and cling to it. Newsome was wear- 
ing a lifejacket, but Allen was not. 
There were other jackets in a com- 
partment on the boat. 

As the men tried to make their 
way toward shore clinging to the 
boat, the boat became tangled in a 
crab trap. 

Unable to free the boat, Newsome 
decided to try swimming for shore 
and get help while Allen remained 
with the boat. 

It was reported that it took New- 
some approximately 3 hours to get 
ashore and another two hours to get 
help. He eventually met someone 
with a mobile phone who in tum no- 
tified authorities of the accident. 

When Newsome and authorities 
returned to the scene, the capsized 
boat had drifted ashore still tangled 
in the net, but Allen was nowhere 
around, 

A search for Allen was begun and 
went on into the night but to no 
avail. Monday moming the search 
resumed with U.S, Coast Guard air- 
craft joining the search. Allen’s body 
was sighted from the air quite some 
distance from where the boat was 
found. 


An autopsy was to be performed 
on Tuesday in attempt to determine 
the exact cause of death. It was be- 
lieved that Allen could have died 
due to hypothermia rather than 
drowning. 

Allen and his wife, Ann, resided 
at Bay Point in Panama City. His 
parents, Mr, & Mrs. Cliff Allen re- 
side at Route 1, Elba.

Governor James swears 
in 55 new state troopers 


Alabama Governor Fob James, Jr, 
administered the oath-of-office to 
commission 55 new state troopers 
Friday, Feb. 3, during graduation 
ceremonies in Montgomery. 

Gov. James joined Public Safety 
Director Col. Gene Mitchell and As- 
sistant Director Lt, Col, Bob Eddy in 
welcoming the members of Trooper 
Trainee Class 94-A to the ranks of 
Alabama state troopers. 

The governor extolled the valu- 
able role the new twoopers, as mem- 
bers of the Highway Patrol Division, 
will play in protecting the public’s 
safety, and he challenged them to 


commit themselves to the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety's mission of 
courtesy, service and protection, 

After reporting to state trooper 
posts throughout Alabama, — the 
troopers will begin an eight-week 
field training and evaluation pro- 
gram under the supervision of vete- 
ran state roopers.

It's Washington's Turn To Pick Up the Tab 


It didn’t garner the headlines 
last week like the pussage of the fed 
eral balanced budgetamendment, but 
I assure you that the passage of the 
unfunded mandates bill will have 
nearly equal impact on your future 

By a vote of 360 to 74 (all 230 
Republicans and 130 Democrats sup 
porting), HR 5, or the Federal Un 
funded Mandate Reform Act, passed 
the U.S. House of Representatives 
last Wednesday 

Strongly supported by the 
nation’s governors and many other 
local officials, the Unfunded Man- 
date Reform Act is a key part of the 
Republican “Contract with America.” 

To putit simply, state and local 
governments have been under federal 
assault for decades and, you the tax 
payer, have been the big loser. 

Unfunded tederal mandates are 
the result of legislation passed into 
law which impose requirements and 
regulavions upon states and local gov- 
ernment without the funding to imple- 
ment the programs. 

By requiring various unfunded 
activities of state and local govern- 
ments, Congress has imposed crip- 


dates, state and local governments 
are having a difficult time funding 
their most basie needs, including the 
police force, the fire department, and 
education 

Just who gets stuck in the end? 
You do. With nowhere to turn, state 
and local governments are literally 
forced to pass along the costs of these 
unfunded mandates to you, or else 
curtail badly-needed services. Either 
way, you lose 

The Federal Unfunded Man- 
dates Reform Act puts in place sev- 
eral hurdles on congressional attempts 
to legislate unfunded mandates on 
state and local governments 

Specifically, it restricts the 
passing of federal unfunded mandates 
by calling for a review of all existing 
mandates; requires federal agencies 
todevelop ways to minimize unfunded 
mandates and to publish a cost study 
of any new regulations expected to 
cost states, localities, and the private 
sector more than a total of $100 mil- 
lion a year; and it requires the Con 
gressional Budget Office (CBO) to 
prepare cost estimates of proposed 
mandates inupcoming legislation and

A Broken Heart In A Broken Box 


(Luxe 7:36-50) 

How can a man obtain the forgiveness of his sin? There have been nu- 
merous answers to this important question, It has been suggested that man 
myst endeavor by his own merit to increase his credit account in the bank of 
heaven. It has also been taught that the granting of forgiveness is the pre- 
rogative of certain ecclesiastical leaders; that one must conform to particu- 
lar church laws in order to obtain the coveted treasure. Other people prefer 
to seek their answer within the message of Holy Scriptures. 

A Woman's Condition 

Somewhere within the shadowy hovels of an castern city, a poor woman 
prepared for her nightly escapade. She was a great sinner and regularly 
went out to break the heart of God. We do not know what ugly combination 
of cifcumstances brought her to such a low level of morality; nor do we 
know whether or not she cared. She took from its resting place her box of 
perfume, and appreciating its powers of attraction, used it to adorn her per- 
son. Then, extinguishing the lamp, she stepped into the street, and her night 
had begun. Somewhere she probably saw a crowd, and hearing the voice of 
a Stranger, drew near and came face to face with Jesus. We can only guess 
as to the nature of His message, but we are sure His words reached her soul. 
Soon she forgot the purpose of her coming into the city, and retraced her 
steps homeward. She had met Jesus and His words could never be forgot- 
ten. She felt unclean; and hardly knew what to do; she loathed herself. This 
was her first step along the pathway to pardon. 

A Woman's Contrition 

Mechanically she lifted her precious box of ointment, and as her fingers 
closed around her treasure, she made her greatest decision. If she accepted 
and followed the Teacher’s way of life, she would never again need this 
questionable adornment. The purpose for which it was meant would be non- 
existent in her life. If she took it to Him how would she earn’ her living? It 
was sufficient to know her need for cleansing. She made enquiries at the 
meeting place, and ascertaining that Jesus had gone to dine with Simon the 
Pharisee, followed to the well known house. “And behold, a woman in the 
city, which was a sinner, when she knew that Jesus sat at meat in the Phari- 
see’s house, brought an alabaster box of ointment, and stood at his feet be- 
hind him weeping, and began to wash his feet with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head. Her convittion had deepened to contrition. We 
must not confuse these two steps. Conviction revealed sinfulness; contrition 
revealed sorrow. Many people know conviction of soul, yet persistently fol- 
low the path of evil. Contrition is much closer to God’s heart than convic- 
ion. 

A Woman’s Confession 

"She anointed his feet with the ointment.” Bowing before the mounting 
storm of criticism, she listened to the words of the Lord, and found peace. 
He alone read aright the confession behind the broken box. The other guests 
looked into it and saw fragrant perfume; Christ looked and saw a broken 
heart and a contrite spirit. He knew that she was trying to say, “Lord, I shall 
never need this again, for the old life is now dead.” “And he said unto her, 
"Thy sins are forgiven... Thy faith hath saved thee; go in peace.” He saw her 
broken heart and tenderly healed it. The perfume of that box of ointment 
slowly filled the room, and then escaped to fill the world: it is still with us. 
We imagine the woman’s homegoing; and if sleep seemed elusive that 
night, maybe, she continued to remember His words: “Thy sins are forgiv- 
en...g0 in peace.” She was not commanded to reach new heights of morali- 
ty in order to atone for former failures; nor was she instructed to bow before 
the priest in the synagogue. The only confessional box she ever knew was 
the small one broken in His presence. How can a man obtain the forgive- 
ness of sins? He must realize his need; be ashamed of his guilt; and in sin- 
cerity of soul seek the Saviour. 

“None who to Jesus came were ever turned away.”

Feeding horses is of vital 


importance on cold days 
By Stan Windham, County Agent 


In general, horses easily cope 
with cold temperatures. In early win- 
{er a mature, healthy horse is com- 
fortable at 30°F. After the horse de- 
velops a full haircoat (about 1 inch 
long) and its skin thickens slightly it 
can be comfortable at 15°F. Young 
horses, thin horses and horses which 
are kept in a barn that have not de- 
veloped winter hardiness may be 
cold at 30 to 40°F. Wet or windy 
days can decrease the insulating abil- 
ity of the horse's haircoat so that the 
horse may feel cold at higher tem- 
peratures. Because weather tempera- 
tures in Alabama often change over- 
night from warm to very cold, horses 
often may not have time to acclimate 
to cold temperatures, Horse owners 
can help their horses remain com- 
fortable throughout winter by slight-

ly changing feeding management 
during cold temperatures. 

Horses require more feed during 
cold weather because they will uti- 
lize energy to maintain their body 
temperature. In general, horses 
should receive 15% more feed for 
every 10°F below freezing. The ex- 
tra feed should be in the form of 
good to high quality roughage rather 
than grain. Roughages provide more 
heat than grains because roughages 
are fermented and digested in the 
horse’s intestinal tract while grains 
are mainly digested. Fermentation 
produces more heat than digestion 
alone, and it is a slower process than 
digestion, so the heat lasts longer, 
Additionally, roughages take longer 
to eat than grains, and the slight ac- 
tivity helps the horse stay warm. If 
possible, horse owners should try to 
feed their horses several hours be- 
fore a winter storm rather than dur- 
ing the storm. Digestion increases 
blood {low to the horse’s internal or- 
gans and decreases blood to the ex- 
tremities and muscles, reducing the 
horse's ability to stay warm, Fresh, 
clean water should be available to 
horses during winter, On cold, dry 
days, the horse loses a large amount 
of water through respiration. This 
water must be replaced to keep the 
horse healthy, Although the horse’s 
water consumption will decrease 
during cold weather, the horse will 
sull drink 8 to 12 gallons of water 
daily, During sudden onset of cold 
weather, horses may not drink 
enough water to keep their digestive 
system functioning well, resulting in 
impaction colic. Horse owners may 
need to offer horses warmed (50- 
60°) water during extremely cold 
temperature to encourage drinking. 
Normally horses drink after they eat 


hay and grain, so water should be of- 
fered (or ice broken on water wough) 
after horses are fed.

Catastrophic crop insurance 
required with farm loans 


Horace H. Horn, Jr., acting State 
Director of Rural Economic and 
Community Development (RECD) 
(formerly Farmers Home Adminis 
trauon) in Alabama, announced that 
any producer who anticipates apply- 
ing for a farm loan from USDA must 
obtain at least Catastrophic (CAT) 
crop insurance coverage on all crops 
of economic significance. 

The coverage must be obtained 
before the sales closing date for the 
producer's particular crops 

The insurance requirement ap- 
plies to both direct and guaranteed 
farm ownership, operating, or emer- 
gency loans administered by the for- 
mer Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) offices; Rural Economic 
and Community Development. 

This change is required by the 
Federal Crop Insurance Reform and 
Department of Agriculture Reorgani- 
zauon Act of 1994, 

The Act also authorized the reor- 
ganizaion of USDA, which com- 
bined the programs of the former 
ASCS and FCIC with the farm loan 
programs of FmHA, under the newly 
created Consolidated Farm Services 
Agency (CFSA). 

Horn emphasized that the sales 
closing date for fall and spring- 
seeded crops is February 28th. This 
date is crucial because once it passes 
and the loan applicant has insurable 
crops without CAT coverage, they 
will likely have to wait until the fol- 


lowing crop year to be eligible for 
loan assistance. 

Catastrophic crop insurance can 
be obtained through private rein- 
sured companies as well as county 
CFSA offices. 

Coverage beyond the Catastroph- 
ic level or “additional insurance” 
must be purchased through private 
agents 

CAT protection will compensate 
farmers for yield losses greater than 
50 percent at a payment rate of 60 
percent of the expected market price. 
his coverage is available on insura- 
ble crops for a $50 processing fee 
with a cap of $200 per farmer per 
county not to exceed $600 per farm- 
er total. 

Further information about the 
coverage can be obtained from any 
local crop insurance agent or the 
CFSA (formerly ASCS) office. 

Questions regarding the loan re- 
quirement can be answered by the 
local REDC (formerly FmHA) of- 
fice.

Coffee County Commission gives old jail to Elba

Quite some time ago, the Coffee 
County Commission voted to give 
the old Coffee County Jail, located 
in Elba, to the Pea River Historical 


* and Genealogical Society. In Mon- 


day’s meeting, the commission re- 
scinded that action and in a 4-3 vote 
agreed to present it (the jail) to the 
City of Elba. 

Reportedly, the historical group 
had decided not to restore the old jail 
due to the lack of funds. 


The more than cighty-year-old 
jail was abandoned after the flood of 
March 1990 and a new modern one 
was built in New Brockton. Flood 
waters completely covered the bot- 
tom floor of the two-story facility 
and rose several feet into the second 
floor. 

The old jail was the subject of nu- 
merous lawsuits in the ‘70s and ‘80s, 
most of them initiated by prisoners 
who complained that the condition 
of the jail violated prisoners consti- 
tutional rights. 


After a motion by Commissioner 
Jack Hanson to sell the old jail was 
tabled, Commissioner Robert Ste- 
phens suggested that the building be 
given to the City of Elba. 

Hanson’s plan was to sell the jail 
property and use the money to build 
a facility to house the mapping and 
appraisal division of the revenue 
commissioner’s office. 

Commissioner Wendell Black 
agreed with Stephens’ proposal stat- 
ing that the Elba Chamber of Com- 


merce was interested in using the 


building. 

It was noted that two parcels of 
land are involved, one being the jail 
property and the other being where 
the old department of human re- 
sources building use to be before it 
was destroyed by fire. 

After several minutes of discus- 
sion, the vote was called for and 
Commissioners Stephens, Black, 
Bill Faulk, and Randy Lunsford vot- 
ed to give the jail to Elba. Commis- 
sioners Hanson, Lawrence Creel and 
Bernest Brooks cast opposing votes. 

Ownership of old DHR property, 
which has a small storage building 
on il, was retained by the commis- 
sion. 

After eight years of service to 
Coffee County, County Engineer 
Mark Pool made his final appear- 
ance (for now) before the commis- 
sioners. Pool’s accomplishments as 
county engineer were praised by all 
members of the commission, 


In a resoiution passed by the com- 
mission, Pool’s “leadership” in help- 
ing the county recover from two 
major floods and the construction of 
a Subtitle D landfill was cited. 

The resolution noted that Pool 
had greatly contributed to the well 
being, welfare and quality of life for 
the citizens of Coffee County. 

“Since this is my last day, I’m go- 
ing to open a cai of worms,” Pool 
said. 

He told commissioners that pri- 
vately owned fish ponds are becom- 
ing a major threat during heavy rains 
and floods. 

During last weekend’s heavy 
rains, a pond broke and flooded out 
County Road 417 near the New

Under terms of the amendment, 
subdivision developers can now 
build a private, unpaved road 
through their subdivision. They must 
post a sign and note on the plat and 
deed that the road is private and will 
not be maintained by the county. 

Prior to the amendment, every 
subdivision developer had to build a 
road through the property according 
to county specifications, which in- 
cluded paving, and deed the road to 
the county.

VERDICT RETURNED AFTER 3 HOURS 
Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood wins 


not guilty verdict in Circuit Court 


After three hours of deliberation Tuesday, a Circuit Court jury of five 
males and six females said Elba Mayor Ricky Haywood was not guilty 
on two criminal cases of misapplication of public funds. The verdict was 
returned late Tuesday evening in a case which began Monday afternoon. 

Following the verdict Haywood said, “I was not guilty of anythin 
and the jury found me not guilty ... the system worked.” He added, “‘It 
took a long time but our system is fair, Compared to all other al- 
ternatives, it is the best available.” 

Indictments had been retumed by a Coffee County grand jury after 
State investigators responded to a written complaint filed with the Dis- 
trict Attorney by several local citizens. 

The charges were that he misapplication $103,442 of funds city coun- 
cil members had instructed him to deposit in a special reserve account. 


Haywood admitted he placed the funds in the general fund and they were 


dispersed for expenses as appsoved by the city council. He and his at- 
tomey contended he did this for the good of the city. 

The second misappropriation charge was that he paid $4,100 to At- 
tomey Jackson W, Stokes after the council had refused to honor the bills 
because the council had named someone else as city attomey. 

A unusual note was added to the Charge #1 verdict from the jury. It 
read, “On account of the way the law is written, we vote not guilty, even 
though we believe Ricky Haywood is guilty in 4 of the elements,” Judge 
Gary McAliley had told the jury the defendant had to be guilty on all 
five elements ii his charge for them to return a guilty verdict. 

The five elements in the charge from the judge included: 1. Monies 
belong to government AND 2, Government monies were entrusied to the 
defendant. AND 3. Misapplication of these monies, AND 4, He had 
knowledge he was misapplying the monies AND 5, He had knowledge 
misapplication involved a substantial loss to the City of Elba

nor any other county district, Pool 
added. 

The voting district controversy 
began in July of 1992 when Judge 
Thompson ruled that the county 
would have to hold its commission 
elections again because the county 
had failed to redistrict after the 1990 
census. 

The county was given two op- 
tions: hold new elections immediate- 
ly or hold new elections in June of 
1993. The commission chose the 
first option. 

At the time, commissioners said 
they had believed they wouldn’t 
have to redistrict the county because 
census figures showed the county’s 
population had increased by only 3 
percent. Usually, redistricting is re- 
quired only if there is a population 
change of 5 or more percent. 

However, the Alabama Demo- 
cratic Conference (ADC) contended 
that while the population hadn’t 
changed very much, it had made a 
considerable shift. The ADC is a po- 
litical caucus that represents the 
state’s black Democrats. 

Coffee County is operating under 
a federal court order based on the 
Voting Rights Act, which requires it 
to have at least one district with a 
majority of black voters. 

Prior to the 1985 order, all county 
commissioners were elected at-large, 
that is ALL voters voted for all com- 
mission seats, Since blacks are dis- 
persed throughout the county, obey- 
ing the court order required 
extensive gerrymandering. 

In order to comply with the con- 
Stitutional one-person-one-vole re- 
quirement and the court order, each 
county commission district should 
have 5,500-6,000 voters. But in the 
first commission election of 1992, 
District 6 had 9,000 voters, 

District 6 had to be redrawn not 
only to portion Out its excess voters 
to other districts but also to keep the 
late Commissioner Sid Averett in his 
home district, When the district lines 
were redrawn, an effort was made to 
keep all the incumbent commission- 
ers in their respective districts and 
Averett’s address was the only one 
that posed a problem. 

And the redrawing of district 
lines not only entailed holding an- 
other primary election, it also meant 
the county had to re-identify all its 
voters according to the new district 
lines, 

When the primary was re-held in 
September, 1992, all the candidates 
who won their primaries in the origi- 


nal election won again in the repeat 
election. But it was an expensive 
process for both the county and the 
individual candidates. 

The 1992 primary and gencral 
elections were based on a district 
map approved by the court and the 
ADC, but everyone was aware that 
there were problems with the map. 
Pool and Kenneth Fuller, ‘the 
county’s attorney, have been trying 
to get an official district map for the 
past two years. 

Although the latest map will have 
to be changed in order to put streets 
and houses in the right places, it will 
not change any voter’s home district, 
Pool stated. 

The semi-official map Pool 
showed to commissioners Monday 
will be corrected and then sent to the 
U.S. Department of Justice for ap- 
proval. if it is approved, it will be the 
official map for the 1996 county 
commission elections.
